Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . The request filed on 1 1 /1 2/2004 for a Request for Continued Examination 
Application (RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114 based on parent Application No. 
10/034,818 is acceptable and a RCE has been established. An action on the 
RCE follows. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
prior art fails to anticipate or render obvious the combination of a power 
transmission strait belt as set forth in claims 1, 2 and 6, and in particular, include 
a lengthwise supporting structure consisting of polyamide 4.6 twisted strands that 
are wound with a very small nominal tension less than 5N and where a curing 
operation of the elastomeric matrix and a cooling operation after curing are 
carried out without any belt tensioning. In claim 2, he supporting structure is 
selected so that the belt has a stress-elongation diagram, which exhibits above 
1% elongation an average slope ranging from 12 to 20 daN/% of elongation per 
width centimeter and per strand and in claim 6, the belt has a stable operating 
tension ranging from 14 10 20 daN/width centimeter/strand
